WASHINGTON, Dec. 27—(UP) | 
The possibility of a compromise 
candidate in the bitterly contested 
House majority leadership race 
arose Friday night from rank and 
file Republicans who fear 
fight will endanger party unity in 
the new Congress. 

The name most frequently men- 
tioned for the post by the com- | 
promise advocates was that of 
Rep. James W. Wadsworth, Re- 
publican, New York, but other 
names were being tossed around. 


Republican leaders stressed 
there has been no “deal” to bypass 
Reps. Charles A. Halleck, Republi- 
can, Indiana, and Clarence J. 
Brown, Republican, Ohio, the 
leading contenders. And they in- 
sisted that no one has even sound- 
ed out Wadsworth. In the past, 
they pointed out, the wealthy 
New Yorker has not been disposed 
to accept posts of heavy responsi- 
bility. He has been content to play 
the role of “elder statesman,” 
with heavy stress on foreign af- 
fairs. 


But compromise advocates had 
other names to present in case 
Wadsworth should refuse to ac- 
cept the job. They include Reps. 
Leslie C, Arends, Illinois; Jesse P. 
Wolcott, Michigan: o.Charles A. 
Wolverton, New Jersey, and Wal- 
ter C, Ploeser, Missouri.

Returns from 92 Senators and 
Representatives, according to the 
Associated Press, showed 43 for 
Thompson, 24 for Talmadge, 22 
undecided, and three advocates of 
a special election. 

In Valdosta last night, former 
Gov. E. D. Rivers gave a dinner 
for Lt. Gov.-Elect and Mrs. 
Thompson, but said there was 
“absolutely no _ political signifi- 
cance.” Rivers explained he had 
arranged the dinner, and a recep- 
tion preceding it at Lakeland, be- 
fore Eugene Talmadge’s death, 
and had invited Mr. and Mrs. Her- 
man Talmadge. The latter, he 
said, had accepted, but now were 
unable to attend. 

Besides advocating a new con- 
stitutional amendment, Talmadge 
in his statement declared:

INDIANS VS. OHIO 


141-Year-Old 
Realty Deal 
Kicks Back 


DETROIT, Dec. 27—(#)—A De- 
troit lawyer known to the Indians 
as Chief Onee-Wash-Ka-Chief who 
sees all over the land—is looking 
hard at Cedar’ Point, Ohio, one 
piece of land the Indians want 
back. 


Atty. Peter P. Gilbert offered 
his services to the Cherokees Fri- 
day in response to a plea from 
Tom-Pee-Saw, a tribesman from 
Parsons, Kan., who believes the 
Redmen came out on the wrong 
end of the deal involving Ohio 
Territory in 1805 


At that time, Tom-Pee-Saw 
charges, the Pottowatime and Ot- 
tawa tribes agreed to sell 3,840,000 
acres of land, now constituting 10 
counties in Northern Ohio, to the 
British-owned Connecticut Land 
Company and the United States. 


The Indians were to get $6,825 
cash and from then on $1,000 a 
year. But, insists Tom-Pee-Saw, 
Cedar Point, now the site of an 
amusement park, never was in the 
boundaries of that purchase—Ohio 
just annexed it. 

So Tom-Pee-Saw recently sent 
up a smoke signal asking for a 
lawyer to file claim against Ohio 
for Cedar Point. 

Gilbert, whose previous studies 
of Redskin affairs earned him his 
Indian name, has agreed to look 
into the matter. If the Indians’ 
claims are valid, Tom-Pee-Saw 
hinted, there may be ,plenty of 
wampum available for a lawyer's 
fee. 


$850,000,000 
Total Passed In 
Unions Claims

The rapidly ascending total of 
back pay and damages asked of 
the nation’s industry in retroactive 
portal-to-portal law suits passed 
the $850,000,000 mark Friday. 

Suits. were filed in Pittsburgh 
by the CIO United Automobile 
Workers asking $53,400,000 of the 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Corpora- 
tion and Allegheny Ludlum Steel 
Corporation. 

A suit begun in Chicago by the 
same union asked $4,000,000 for 
employes of the W. A. Jones 
Foundry and Machine Company. 

Officials of numerous unions 


which some industry leaders said 
might total between five and six 
billion dollars. The claims are 
based upon the Supreme Court’s 
ruling that workers are entitled 
to pay for all time spent on em- 
ployers’ premises of necessity in 
connection with their jobs. 


UNIONS’ POSITION 

Meanwhile, union officials de- 
clared that their organizations did 
not intend to participate directly 
in funds collected from their mem- 
bers to finance the suits, or to 
share in possible back pay or 
damage awards resulting from the 
actions. 

Several unions were canvassing 
their members for individual sup- 
port of the claims proceedings, 
collecting 50 cents from each 
member and obtaining signatures 
on card-sized agreements stipu- 
lating that 10 per cent of the 
money collected as the result of 
portal pay suits was to be re- 
tained by union attorneys. 

A spokesman for the CIO Steel- 
workers in Chicago said _ the 
money thus collected would go to 
pay attorneys’ fees, and “the un- 
ion doesn’to get a cent of it.” 

A PREDICTION 

Meanwhile, in Washington, two 
influential Republican legislators 
predicted that Congress would act 
quickly to limit the  portal-to- 
portal pay suits. 

Rep. Wolcott, of Michigan, said 
distress signals from businessmen 
are so strong “we'll have to do 
something about it.” Wolcott told 
reporters that members of Con- 
gress have been flooded with mail, 
telephone calls and_ telegrams 
from businessmen protesting that 
payment of sums involved=would 
ruin them. ' 

Rep. Michener, also from Mich- 
igan, said he expected reintro- 
duction of a bill which would 
limit, collection of back portal-to- 
portal pay to one year.

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Living Costs On Way Down 


Labor leaders who have been planning 
new wage demands on the basis of in- 
creased living costs have new cause to 
pause and consider. 

For while living costs have risen, since 
the folding of OPA, to an all-time high 
in this country, indications are that those 
who have been saying the inflationary 
honeymoon is over are correct. 

The past two days have seen almost 
unprecedented after-Christmas price re- 
ductions. 

It is true, of course, that department 
stores for many years have held ‘year-end 
clearance sales at which prices were 
slashed tremendously. And it is also true 
that these post-Christmas mark-downs 
have usually been reflected throughout 
the consumer goods markets. 

This year, however, there is reason to 
believe that the trend, which is certainly 
more pronounced than usual, will be more 
than temporary. 

For some weeks now production has 
been overcoming the scarcity which pre- 
vailed throughout and since the war. 
Goods have come back in ever-increasing 
quantMies. Shelves and counters are no 
longer empty save in instances of inade- 
quate distribution. Stocks are adequate 
and pipelines are full. There has been 
_ every indication, in short, that the sellers’ 
market is at an end. 

Especially pertinent is the decline, 
ranging upwards to 10 cents a pound, in 
butter and a sharp drop in the price of 
eggs. These are basic commodities. The 


“Life Is Not a Bowl of 


Southern teams are en route to the 
various football bowls where they will 
engage teams from other sections in the 
annual football madness of Jan. 1. 


We wish them all well. We especially 
trust that the University of Georgia will 
soundly defeat the esteemed University of 
North Carolina and that Georgia Tech 
will permit no Gaelic revels in Houston, 
they appearing, respectively, in the Sugar 
and Oil Bowl games.

But, we note, that life is not a bowl of 
cherries, even though life be filled with 
ever so many football bowls. The South- 
eastern Conference, which frankly subsi- 
dizes and pays a living wage to its foot- 
ball players, is restive and fearful lest all 
this filling of bowls become, as they say, 
a hollow mockery. There reportedly is a 
boycott developing on the part of teams 
in other sections, whose athletes are paid 
under the counter, instead of openly and 
above board. Apparently their faculty 


annual production upsurge therein is still 
several months away. Thus the reduction 
in their prices logically can be attributed 
only to slackening demand, stemming from 
stiffening consumer resistance. And the 
latter, of course, reflects the thinner con- 
dition in which the nation’s pocketbooks 
find themselves now that the Christmas 
impetus is over. 


The pulse of the nation’s economy is 
still steady. It is just that, now that 
the adrenalin of Yuletide buying has worn 
off, we are faced with the fact that much 
of the consumer demand which accumu- 
lated during the war has now been satis- 
fied, especially in the soft goods field. 

The result will be increased competi- 
tion, with more and more emphasis on 
quality and price. And that will inevi- 
tahly react to the consumer’s benefit. 

Thus it is that, instead of planning new 
wage demands based on increased costs 
of living, intelligent labor leaders are look- 
ing for arguments to insure the retention 
of previous gains. 

Unless all indications are in error, we 
are in for more than a leveling off of the 
cost-of-living index. 

It will be, not a depression or even a 
recess'on, but rather a return to the bene- 
fits of mass production working under 
the laws of supply and demand. 

And it will bring an era of prosperity 
and satisfaction to labor and management 
alike ... provided neither throws the na- 
tion’s productive machinery out of gear 
with unreasonableness.

The answer, of course, lies in the hys- 
terical demand of the public to be allowed 
to pay any old price to see the bow! games.

In time it will settle down with those 
institutions which wish to go in for big- 
time, perhaps even professional, teams. 
The others will revert back to no football 
at all or to small teams without any gate 
appeal. 

As yet there is no response to the no 
doubt cynical suggestion by the President 
of the University of Chicago that colleges 
subsidize stables of race horses and stage 
racing cards each Saturday, thereby elimi- 
nating the necessity of classroom work 
for the performers.

A Real Bargain 


It was not so long ago we were speaking of 
our glorious allies, the Russians, and cheering 
them on in their magnificent stand at Stalingrad, 

Lanineved ond before the gates of Moscow. 


At the same time it was not possible to turn on the radio with- 
out hearing some swoon singer shrieking about blue birds over the 
white cliffs of Dover. And all of us were thrilled by the ability of 
a nation to take the bombing which Britain took—without quitting 
or wishing to quit. 

Lend-lease was all right then. It was enabling the Russians and 
the British to keep on fighting without our being called into it. 
It was saving American lives by the thousands—every day these 
Allies held out and fought back. 

But once we got in and began fighting our belly-achers began 
to complain about lend-lease. 

When the war was done they really got up in arms and became 
very sarcastic and noble-minded about it, and discussed at length 
the sanctity of debt. 

My own idea is that if we never got a nickel of it back, we got 
a bargain. There are perhaps a million American young men back 
at home today, alive and well, who otherwise would be dust and 
bones in the fields of a dozen countries, had it not been for lend-lease. 

So I think it was a bargain. Not only that, my mind is made 
up on the subject and I can’t be convinced of any other opinion 
about it. Whatever we spent bought us one of the greatest bargains 
of all time. 


Pa ment Now comes the Government to announce that 70 per- 
Y | cent of this debt has been marked “paid” and that we 
will recover substantially more than $10,000,000,000 in reverse lend- 
lease and payments. 

It never was fully realized that we got hospitals, goods, services, 
food and many other items on lend-lease without cost in many coun- 
tries, notably Australia and Britain. 


Russia remains the one nation with whom agreements have 
not yet been made. Britain received 65 percent of the total lend- 
lease, for the simple reason that Britain was in it alone for long, 
weary months before anyone else came in to help. Russia got 23 
percent of the total. 

Russia has been “invited” to open negotiations. 

We may assume the usual pyrotechnics may appear. The Rus- 
sians will, probably, try to say we are seeking to collect dollars 
for blood. 

There is a chance, because of the fine United Nations agree- 
ments, the Russians may settle, working out also the solution for 
Poland, Yugoslavia and Czechoslovakia. But, one may assume, they 
will hardly miss the propaganda effect of needling us as collectors 
of dollars in payment for spilled Russian blood. 

We will wait and see. 

Meanwhile, the fair-minded person, weighing the enormous 
amount of fighting done with our goods before we were called 
upon, calculating the effect of our goods once we co-ordinated our 
own effort, will say, “Well done,” and “Good.” 


We got a bargain. 
And the fact we are getting back an estimated $10,000,000,000 
is all the more proof of that fact.

Editor Constitution: I have been 
a subscriber of your publication 
for over 20 years, and I have been 
an ardent reader for over 30 years. 
I have followed the action of the 


Council of Atlanta in their action 
toward dogs on the streets of At- 
lanta. 

I am a firm believer in my 
friends of the canine race, much 
more. than. Sen. Guest related in 
his famous tribute to a dog; how- 
ever, I lost a very fine brother 
just a year ago from taking rabies 
shots administered as the result of 
a fright of rabies administered un- 
necessarily. 


All thinking people know that 
every living creature on this earth 
has its faults, and so do dogs. 
Every living creature is subject to 
disease, and so are dogs. 

I personally witnessed a true 
demonstration of a dog’s loyalty to 
its master less than a month ago 
that places him as high in my esti- 
mation as any hero that ever died 
for his master or country. 


One morning about 10:30, a lit- 
tle girl, age five, was walking 
“to town accompanied by a faithful 
hybrid dog who had been her com- 
panion about half of her life. The 
alarm was put out that a mad dog 
was in town and was jumping on 
everything that moved in its path. 
1] saw this faithful dog push this 
little girl out of the path of this 
raging mad dog several times and 
attack it with all that it had for 
her safety. This hero was bitten 
by tbis mad dog several times, 
and its owner waited four days 
before he made up his mind to 
have this faithful dog given treat- 
ment that is necessary to save an 
infected animal. This treatment 
was administered, but on the four- 
teenth day after the infection, and 
the saving of the little girl from 
infection, I observed this faithful 
hero in the. throes of rabies. He, 
too, was biting everything that 
moved within the glare of his 
glassy eyes; but the little girl, who 
was saved from this terrible expe- 
rience, is living and -happy. I 
have wondered had the dog been 
the one to have treatment given 
the human, would it have waited 
four days before making up its 
mind to do so.

These, properly enforced, 
coupled with dog owner’s nat- 
ural desire to protect his dog 
from injury, as well as to prevent 
him from in‘uring another dog or 
a person, minimizes any danger 
from dogs in Atlanta. 

Some people consider dogs nui- 
sances, or seem to have a great 
fear of being bitten by one. I 
personally, don’t like automobile 
horns, or the daily risk taken by 
me, as well as others, of being 
run over by an automobile. How- 
ever, I anticipate that both the 
nuisance and hazard caused by 
them will remain, and certainly 
don’t expect the City Council to 
pass an ordinance ruling all auto- 
mobiles off the streets of Atlanta. 

Dogs have been the pets and 
playmates of children since time 
immemorial. I hope that common 
sense will prevail, and that chil- 
dren will still be able to romp 
and play with their dogs and not 
have to pull them around on a 
rope like an unanimated toy.

Taft Chooses Limelight 
Post in New Congress 


WASHINGTON—Sen. Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, 
has denied that he is a candidate for the Re 
publican presidential nomination in 1948, but it 

is impossible to place this kind of interpretation on his choice of 
a committee chairmanship in the new Congress. 


Under the seniority rule as it applies, the senior Ohio Senator 
was in line for either one of two chairmanships when the Re- 
publicans take over control of the Senate in January. 


One of these was the relatively unimportant Committee on Edu- 
cation and Labor. The other was the top-ranking Finance Commit- 
tee, long regarded as the most influential committee in either House 
of ‘Congress because of its jurisdiction over revenue and tariff 
legislation. 


Sen. Taft, often mentioned as a leading presidential aspirant 
two years hence, chose the lesser chairmanship. It was a decision 
which no member ordinarily would be expected to make. 


Sen. Walter F. George, of Georgia, for example, gave up the 
chairmanship of the powerful Foreign Relations Committee to take 
over the leadership of the Finance group. He found the latter body 
preferable even to Foreign Relations, with all of the prestige the 
office carries in shaping American foreign policy. 


Motives It is proper, therefore, to look into Sen. Taft’s mo- 
tives in making the choice he did. 


From present indications, labor legislation will constitute the 
most important subjéct to be taken up in the new Republican- 
controlled Congress. There is a nation-wide demand for revision 
of laws pertaining to labor and strikes. It grows out of the recent 
crisis brought on by the coal strike. 


The basis of any legislation written on the subject will come 
from the Senate Committee on Education and Labor. As Chairman 
of that Committee, Sen. Taft would get the credit or the blame 
for what is accomplished. 

If he is able to write a sound; constructive law, his stock will 
be boosted tremendously in the country. If he fails, it may work 
against him. 

But the Ohio Republican was evidently willing to take this 
gamble. 

Moreover, the committee chairmanship will probably offer the 
best sounding board in Congress for getting his views before the 
country. That is because labor legislation is going to be very much 
in the limelight during the months ahead. 


. . For another thing, Sen. Taft is said to be anxious 
To Liberalize to soften his reputation as an arch conservative. 
He will have an opportunity to do that in writing a new formula 
for labor-management relations. 

If he succeeds in presenting a bill for final passage that is gen- 
erally acceptable, and, what is more important, effective, he will 
have done much to advance his claim to the Republican presiden- 
tial nomination. 

It is a gamble he is taking, but it is the sort of gamble a man 
takes when he is desperately seeking something. The stakes are 
high enough to assume the risk. 

Thus far, former Gov. Harold Stasgen, of Minnesota, is the only 
Republican 1948 hopeful who has announced his candidacy. What 
caused him to be forthright about it, whereas the others are playing 
the shrinking violet game, is the difference in his position. 


Sen. Taft will be provided with an excel- 
Excellent Chance lent sounding board for getting his views 
over the country. He has this by virtue of his membership in the 
Senate, as well as his chairmanship of the temporarily critical Edu- 
cation and Labor Committee. 

Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, of New York, regarded as the leading 
GOP contender, has his sounding board in his present office, to 
which he has just been elected for another four-year term. 

The same is true of Gov. Earl Warren, of California; Sen. John 
W. Bricker, of Ohio, and Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg, of Michigan. 

Alone among the Republican hopefuls, Gov. Stassen has no such 
sounding board. It was necessary for him to create one through 
the establishment of a campaign headquarters in Washington. And 
if he did that it was more or less incumbent upon him to make a 
public announcement of his candidacy. 

That explains why the former Minnesota Governor came out 
ahead of the others in acknowledging his presidential aims. The 
others cali afford to wait. To stay in the limelight he had to act.

They acted on orders from Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Anderson. 
New ‘York consumer groups had 
complained that prior to the break 
the market had been manipulated 
by interests representing dairy- 
men who had engaged in butter 
trading to prevent a decline in 
producer milk prices in January. 


Anderson said through a spokes- 
man he does not believe, as some 
trade sources have predicted, that 
other food and farm products are 
in for immediate price setbacks. 


The spokesman said Anderson 
believes farm and food prices will 
make slow and orderly adjust- 
ments to somewhat lower levels 
as supplies increase and wartime 
markets disappear. 


In ordering the New York in- 
quiry, Anderson took the position 
that prices of butter there appar- 
ently had failed to make down- 
ward adjustments which normally 
come at this time of the year 
when milk production starts a 
seasonal increase that reaches its 
peak in May and June. 


The investigation centered on 
assertions that traders represent- 
ing dairymen had bought heavily 
of butter in recent weeks in an 
attempt to influence the January 
price of milk sold in the New 


York market. 
Under a joint Federal-State 


marketing program, the producer 
price of milk for any month is 
tied to price levels of butter and 
some other dairy products during 
a previous 30-day period ending 
on the 24th of the month. Thus 
the January price of milk would 
be determined, under his for 
mula, by the prices of butter and 
other dairy products from Nov. 25 
through Dec. 24. 

During: this period, prices of 
butter held firm in the New York 
market but weakened consider- 
ably in Chicago. The price break 
in New York came the first mar- 
ket day after the price-determin- 
ing period.
